Under one root 
are collected a great variety of morbid caſes, - 
to which ſtudents haye an eaſy acceſs, and where

The ſtudent has there an opportunity. of 2 
ing a yariety of diſeaſes, without much, loſs of 
time; and becomes a ſkilfal practitioner, before 
he claims, as 2 phyſician, the confidence of his 
fellow- citizens. He is there taught to avoid - 
many dangerous miſtakes, into which one who 
begins the practice of rein:. without this 
anne is apt to fall. 8 

The Phyfician finds many advances chere 
K the improvement of his art. The patients, 
With whom he meets, have ſeldom contributed 

to debilitate their conſtitutions ; their com- 
7 4 originate from the body, and but rarely _

from the mind; their theories and caprices are 
not ſo troubleſome to him as thoſe of people in 
higher life; they have ſeldom undergone a long 
"courſe of medicine; and their diet is under ab- 
ſolute controul. On theſe and other accounts, 
their diſeaſes have a greater chance of apprar- 
ing in a ſimple and natural ſtate, 
Nothing hinders the phyſicjan from follow- 
ing his own reaſon and experience in the cure, 
and he is reſponſible to his own conſcience 
alone. He can try different and new methods 
of cure, provided he has a probability of ſuc- 
. ceſs, and proceeds with proper caution. Not 
the leaſt advantage, which ariſes from hoſpital 
practice, is the ſimplicity with which remedies 
are preſcribed, as to number and preparation, 
by which they do not diſturb the operations and 
effects of each other; and their natural and ge- 
nuine properties are diſcovered and aſcertained, 
from wn medicine receives 25 improve- 


/ Theſe advantages belong ftill in a higher de- 
gree, to the clinical ward of the Royal Infir- 
mary of Edinburgh; as the beſt marked diſ- 
eaſes, the moſt ſingular in their nature, and the 
- greateſt variety of acute, as well as of chronic, 
are choſen for it. Regular and circumſtantial 
reports of every ſymptom belonging to the diſ- 

; eaſe, and of every effect produced by the re- 
medies exhibited, are taken conſtantly once,

and in acute and urgent caſes, generally twice 
every day, in preſence of the ſtudents. Theſe 
reports are all reviewed, when the caſe becomes 
the ſubject of the clinical lecture.

before that time loſt many patients, to 
whom he had given opium and muſk; His 
method of giving it was, by rubbing in 
mercurial ointment ; and the ſymptoms 
went off, when the mouth was affected.

Grinding of the teeth, 
which” is a particular ſpecies of triſmus 
clonieus, ariſes from an irritation of the 
inteſtines. Beſides, we find, in this caſe, 
an actual pain there.

following arguments: 1. The pain pre 
ceded the convulſions, which appeared 
two days afterwards. 2. The convulſionss 
were always proportioned to the pain, and 
vice verſa.

circumſtances of 'the diſeaſe; and of the

of chis curious diſeaſe, to diſſection, with-
